Korea, and the few real newspaper report­ 
ers left there get little copy through to 
their newspapers. 
Sessions of the armistice negotiators now 
last a few- seconds, then are scheduled to 
resum e 24 hours later. It is apparent to 
everyone now—or should be—as it wras to 
the less gullible when these negotiations 
started, that the reds had no intention of 
negotiating anything. The American peo­ 
ple, however, were led to believe that this 
country had won the w ar and the enemy 
was throwing in the sponge. 
Months ago it wyas reported an under­ 
standing had been reached on such m a t­ 
ters as the exchange of prisoners. Later it 
developed there was no agreement. 
Such matters as neutral truce supervi­ 
sion, with Russia included as a “ neutral,” 
and rebuilding of North Korean airfields 
are as far from solution as ever. There is 
no doubt that Russia is in the background, 
m asterm inding the red strategy, as it has 
been from the beginning. 
For weeks the Allies, as U. S. forces in 
Korea art* termed, have been insisting the 
comm unists quit stalling, and show honest 
intentions of attempting to arrive at a set­ 
tlem ent of the m any problems. But they 
have not b#-en insisting too hard. 
Meanwhile the reds are strengthening 
their military position, which probably was 
the only reason they agreed to negotiate in 
the first place.

General Douglas M acA rthur^ Lansing, 


Michigan, speech struck a new note. While 
he did not mention General Eisenhower by 
name, he did say this:

“ It is now* even proposed that our two- 
party political system be abandoned for all 
practical purposes and that both parties 
unite under the leadership of the same in­ 
dividual. Could there be a more shocking 
proposal! 
As only one candidate has been suggest­ 
ed as such a possibility, this could only ap­ 
ply to General Eisenhower and, to all in­ 
tents and purposes, MacArthur might just 
as well have mentioned his name. It has 
been reported that Eisenhower did once 
! say to MacArthur in Tokyo that he, Eisen­ 
hower, expected both parties to nominate 
him. President Trum an has indicated his 
friendship toward the Eisenhower candi­ 
dacy despite the General’s assertion of Re­ 
publican affiliation. To many, the personal 
popularity of General Eisenhower tra n ­ 
scends political differences. 


Even more drastic is this part of Gener­ 
al M acA rthur^ attack: 
“—we w'ould be entirely dependent upon 
the paternalistic will of one man, and liber­ 
ty as wfe have known it would disappear. 
The people would no longer be the m aster 
of their government, but its servant—” 


It w’as not expected that General Mac­ 
Arthur would attack the military, or the 
military mind, or a cabal of military indi­ 
viduals. Yet, in this speech, he did precise­ 
ly that in language so clear and carefully 
chosen that its intent and purpose could 
not be doubted. The attack on military a r ­ 
bitrariness might w'ell be a response to 
General Eisenhower’s astonishing 
state­ 
ment: 


“ If the people w’ant me for President, 
they will know where to find m e.” 


No politician would have dared suggest 
that the country come looking for him. A 
military m an might say just that because 
of the adulation which he has known all his 
life and because of his specialized trainihg. 
General MacArthur, the senior soldier* in 
our service, 53 years in the Army uniform, 
son of a father who had devoted his life to 
the Army, knows the strength and w eak­ 
ness of military men. It is from such ex­ 
perience that he said, perhaps with trepida­ 
tion: 


“ This form of political conniving is de­ 
structive to the very essence of true repre­ 
sentative government and sets the stage 
for the 
emergence upon 
the 
American 
scene of the ugly threat of a military state 
“ The gravity of this danger cannot be 
overemphasized. The historv of the world 
shows that republics and democracies have 
generally lost their liberties by way of 
passing from civilian to a quasi-militarv 
status. Nothing is more conduciv e to arbi­ 
tra ry rule than the military junta. It would 
be a tragic development indeed if this gen 
eration was forced to look to the rigidity of 
military dominance and discipline to re­ 
deem it from the tragic failure of a civilian 
administration. It might well destroy our

Progress in the control of tuber­ 
culosis will be reported at the an­ 


nual meeting of three tuberculosis 
groups 
being held 
in Columbus, 
May 15-16 at the Ned House. 
The groups include the Ohio Tit 
berculosis and Health Association 
and representatives from 
its 87 
county associations; the Ohio Tru­ 
deau Society, the organization of 
physicians who specialize in tuber­ 
culosis and other diseases of the 
chest and the Ohio Conference of 
Tuberculosis Workers, an associa­ 
tion of professional workers in the 
field of tuberculosis education and 
control. 
The parent organization, the Ohio 
Tuberculosis and Health Associa­ 
tion, sponsors of the annual sale of 
tuberculosis Christmas Seals will 
be holding its 51st annual meeting. 
This group, organized in 1901. was 
the second association to be form­ 
ed in the United States for the pur­ 
pose of fighting tuberculosis. 
The annual report of the associa­ 
tion indicates that while the death 
rate for tuberculosis is at an all- 
time low in Ohio. 18 I per hundred 
thousand population, the new cases 
found continue to climb with 7,351 
new cases of the disease being re­ 
ported last year.

ministration in which so many mil­ 
itary men. led by General George 
Marshall, have p layed su ch an i m ­ 
p ortant f a r t . 
Although this sp eech of General 
M acArthu r will be accep ted as p o 
litical in the sense that he warns 
the nation against Eisenhower,

is mu ch more than that. It is a 
w arning against m i 1 i t a r i s m . ! 
against control of the economy of 
the nation by the Pentagon For his 
greatest em p h asis is on this: 
‘Indeed, it is p art of the general
